Nearby were 
fragments of a water pitcher, 
some bloody, and Branch said 
Fleming admitted he had struck 
his companion with the pitcher 
during a quarrel yesterday but 
could not recall what the argu- 
ment was about. 

Examiners said the woman had 
been dead from 18 to 24 hours. 
She had been beaten over the’ 
head and about the face. 

Branch quoted Fleming as say-| 
ing he met the woman here in 
1942 but moved to Washington, 
where he lived until a few weeks 
ago. A social secufity card found 
in the woman’s effects, he said, 
gave “general delivery, Savannah, | 
Ga.” as an address.

State’s Insanity, Leader Says

A mental clinic that would pre- 
vent 50 per cent of Georgia’s in- 
sanity cases is this state’s greatest 
health need for the future, accord- 
ing to Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, who 
this month completed his 26th 
year as director of the State 
Health Department. 

“Fifty per cent of all mental | 
breakdowns are preventable if. 
recognized and treated in time,” | 
the health commissioner stated. 

Listing mental hygiene and 
venereal diseases as the two major | 
problems in Georgia health today, | 
Dr. Abercrombie said that nothing | 
had been done by the State Health | 
Department in its history to pre-| 
vent mental breakdowns. 

He declared that the depart- 
ment, which has developed a well- | 
rounded health program under his | 
leadership since 1917, needs a psy- | 
chiatrist and trained personne] to | 
conduct mental clinics over the 
state, similar to the tuberculosis | 
and cancer clinics now held. |

Growth Cited. 


Today’s State Health Depart- 
ment, occupying parts of three 
floors in the state office building 
here and including branch labora- 
tories in Waycross and Albany, is 
a far cry from the tiny set-up that 
Dr. Abercrombie took over when 
he came here from Glynn county 
on August 1, 1917. 

At that time, the state had only 
a handful of workers and meager 
equipment. Its services were lim- 
examina- 
tions, rabies treatments, and dis- 
tribution of diphtheria antitoxin 
and typhoid vaccine. 

The work of the department 
now includes maternal and child 
health, local health organizations, 
public health nursing, public 
health engineering, tuberculosis 
control, dental health education, 
information and statistics, public 
health education, malaria and 


_hookworm service, epidemiology, 


venereal disease control, 
control, nutrition and 
hygiene service. 

The small state health unit in 
1917 was aided by local health 
departments in only two Georgia 
counties, Glynn (where Aber- 
crombie had been commissioner) 
and Floyd.

Pulpwood Is 
War Essential 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—(P>)— 
War Man-Power Commissoner 
Paul V. McNutt has clarified the 
WMC’s attitude as to essentiality 
of pulpwood production in a state- 
ment to the newspaper pulpwood 
committee, which is conducting a 
drive in 27 states to avert a short- 
age of such wood.

Movie ‘Feeders’ 


and Prophets

Feodor Flannagan, self-appoint- 
ed Emily Post of Atlanta’s Federal 
penitentiary, who discussed the 
amenities of polite hoosegow pro- 
cedure, prison protocol and “what 
the well-dressed prisoner will 
wear” in last month’s “Atlantian” 
(the prison magazine), has devot- 
ed his column to “Conduct at Spe- 
cial Events” in. the issue which 
came out this week. 

Under the subhead “Movies,” 
the prison’s “young man of the 
world” says “it takes all kinds of 
people to make a world and most 
of them attend the Saturday after- 
noon movies.” 

Neatly pigeon-holing each in his 
niche, Flannagan goes on to clas- 
sify movie-goers as: 

“Prophets—who know what's 
going to happen next in the pic- 
ture through some strange, psychic 
power that they possess, and are 
willing to let everyone within ear- 
shot in on the secret. 

“Drydocked Wolves—who make 
rude, sibilant sound effects at pro- 
file shots of Mesdames Lamour 
and LaMarr. 


“Constant Feeders.” 


“Constant Feeders—who bring 
their vitamins to the movies with 
them in all forms of noise-making 
confections. And 
least, 

“Pendulum Skulls—whose heads 
move from side to side at 40-sec- 
ond intervals.” 

Flannagan resignedly admits 
that there is nothing one can do 
about these _ people, “firearms 
being hard to get here.” 

Another special event, according 
to our authority, is a call before 
the disciplinary board: 

“A call before .the disciplinary 
board may be said to fall within 
the category of formal occasions. 
There is no need to send an ac- 
ceptance to invitations to such 
functions; it is assumed that those 
invited will squeeze the engage- 
ment into their social calendars, 
no matter how busy they may be. 

“After you have been ushered 
into the board room and are 
seated, you may find the at- 
mosphere a trifle constrained... 
perhaps a little tense. To put all 
present at ease, it may often be 
advisable to indulge in light small 
talk and banter, tell a story or 
two if you know any good ones. 
In fact, if you have a good story, 
it might be just as well to hold 
it for use in reply to the ques- 
tions that are so much a part of 
these functions. If you know any 
parlor magic you might try it—in 
fact, you may wish that you knew 
a good disappearing act before 
the function is over.” 

Correct Condolence. 

Under “Miscellaneous,” Flanna- 
gan propounds the correct proce- 
dues of felicitation and condo- 
lence, recommending forms of an- 
nouncement and reply: 

Mr. Oscar Hor 
wishes to announce to his 
many friends 
His Conviction 
by the U. S. district court and 
subsequent sentencing to five 
years of imprisonment. He will 

be at home to his friends (24 

hours a day) at a residence to 

be determined by the Attorney 
General, 

“A letter of condolence to one 

bereaved will take this form: 
“Mr. Joe Doakes offers heart- 


felt sympathy to Mr. Darby 
Hicks and family upon the sad 
occasion of the Parole Board’s 
unfortunate decision. The board 
giveth and the board taketh 
away, but usually the latter.” 

“(In regard to the foregoing, 
two kinds of mourning are ob- 
served in prison: light mourning, 
a narrow black band worn on tke 
fingers, under each nail, is for 
minor tragedy, such as hearing 
that you’re going to have to pay 
that alimony after all; 
mourning, something more serious, 
like hearing that your parole 
board has failed to see eye-to-eye 
with you on your application—re- 
quires heavy black bags under 
each eye, a dark mottled com- 
plexion and a generally black at- 
titude toward the human race.)” 

In closing, Flannagan warns 
that announcements of “coming 
out parties” are considered cor- 
rect “only in cases where the date 
set for the party corresponds with 
the date appearing on the books 
of the prison ianagunent.’

The indictment had 
said that all information he gath- 
ered was forwarded prior to the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. The max- 
imum penalty on conviction is 20 
years. 


Brilliant Work Made Possible 
Low-Level Raid on Nazi Planes 


By JOSEPH MORTON. 

AN ALLIED AIR BASE IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 26.-—(De- 
layed)—(#)—The spectacular low- 
level attack by more than 100 
American P-88s on the Foggia 
groups of airdromes in eastern 
Italy Wednesday was disclosed to- 
day as a brilliantly executed play 
designed to smash German bomber 
forces which had been massed 
there in dangerous proportions. 

With all reports, including re- 
connaissance photographs now at 
hand, men who planned and di- 
rected the raid termed it one of 
the major achievements of the 
northwest Africa strategic air 
forces. 

At least one twin-engined Junk- 
ers 88—the enemy’s best all- 
around plane—was destroyed or 
damaged for every Lightning in 
the attacking force. Several score 
enemy fighters were also knocked 
out. 

The operation, largest of this 
type ever attempted in this the- 
ater, was mapped out with un- 
usual care and thoroughness. Not 
only were the fliers “briefed” in- 
dividually on the part they were 
to play, but they were actually 
called on to participate in two 
dress rehearsals at North African 
air fields where the terrain is sim- 
ilar to that of Foggia. Never be- 


’ 


fore had American pilots flown so 
fast or so low for so long. 

“T had my fingers crossed every 
minute of the raid,” one high- 
ranking officer who helped plan it 
commented today. “It was some- 
thing new-——an experiment—and 
there were some who weren't con- 
vinced it would work. Needless 
to say they are sold now,” 

The story of the attack goes 
back to the Tunisian and Sicilian 
campaigns, when Allied fragmen- 
tation bombs smashed hundreds of 
German and Italian aircraft park- 
ed in protective revetments on 
airdromes. The enemy apparently 
decided that the only way to pre- 
vent destruction was to disperse 
the planes over a wider area and 
tried out the plan at the New 
Foggia base, Here the main field, 
with 10 or 11 satellites, was 
spread over a large, flat valley. 
With no two planes closer than 
100 yards apart, the German air 
force felt it could safely rebuild 
its strong bomber force in south- 
ern Italy without running the risk 
of crippling losses from American 
and British raids. 

Major General James H. Doo- 
little. commander of the Ameri- 
can strategic air force in North 
Africa, and his staff studied the 
problem and decided that a low- 


level strafing attack was the an- 
swer. 

Although it meant additional 
time for preparation, each pilot in 
the large force required was given 
one particular role and coached 
on it for several days. Finally, just 
before the time to strike, the en- 
tire armada was sent on two prac- 
tice raids so that the technique 
might be letter perfect. 


Then, with Lieutenant Colonel 
George M. MacNiol, of Memphis, 
Tenn., leading them, they roared 
across the western coast of Italy 
at 8:10 a. m. Wednesday less than 
75 feet off the ground. 

Those who planned the raid 
hoped the Lightnings would reach 
Foggia before the information 
could be telephoned ahead. They 
did. Precisely at 9 o’clock the first 
wave swept down, two others fol- 
lowing in quick succession. When 
they streaked away seconds later 
their guns had left scores of burn- 
ing bombers and fighters behind. 
Not a single pursuit plane had 
risen to meet them, only scant 
antiaircraft fire. 

A short time later a large group 
of Fortresses polished off the job, 
adding to the destruction by bat- 
tering the remaining fields with 
demolition fragmentation bombs.

Of Penicillin 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—+4)— 
Major General Norman T. Kirk, 
surgeon general, said today that 
the Army is receiving less than 
50 per cent of the limited supply 
of penicilllin, sensational new drug 
used in treating stubborn infec- 
tions. 

In recent weeks some civilians 
have tried unsuccessfully to se- 
cure penicillin, and there have 
been reports that the armed serv- 
ices were taking virtually all that 
is made, 

Kirk said in a statement that 
the total amount now produced is 
sufficient to treat only a few hun- 
dred cases a week and must be 
“carefully allotted according to 
the most urgent needs.” 

“Like all other promising devel- 
opments in medicine,” he said, “an 
immediate demand has arisen for 
| widespread distribution and use 
of the drug. However, at the pres- 
ent time it must be carefully used 
to determine its greatest effective- 
ness. Then, as more becomes avail- 
able, it can be administered with 
exactness to obtain the greatest 
use for the largest number of peo- 
ple.”

Selective Service officials report that about 
fifty per cent of Georgia’s selectees are being 
turned down at Fort McPherson when they 
encounter the Army physical examinations. 


That is appalling and indicative of how 
very badly we have failed at the job of making 
our way of life as good as it should be, but it 
has more immediate implications. 


Fathers are to be inducted in the month of 
October unless congressional action in Septem- 
ber prevents it. Congress should not prevent it 
if the Army asks it. The Army knows what it 
must have to win and no second guessing and 
no expert from civilian ranks should attempt 
to prevent that need being met. 


Nevertheless, certain facts seem to add up 
as definitely as two and two making four. 


Fathers are told that if they go into 
essential war industries, they will not be 
drafted. There is a great field of workers for 
war plants which is not being touched and 
which might delay induction of fathers. 

There are in every selective service board 
several hundred men who wanted to go to the 
Army, who went to the Fort and were turned 
down for physical reasons. The total number 
of men who tried to get into the Army but 
were turned down, must total at least two 
million. 

These men, once refused by the Army, go 
where they please. They have no further obli- 
gation. They may serve in any non-essential 
field open to them. 

If these men, once refused by the Army, 
were told to report to an industrial training 
board—at the fort where they are examined

Welles’ Resignation 

Sumner Welles, Undersecretary of State, has 
announced his resignation. The resignation fol- 
lows unverified reports of friction between 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull and the bril- 
liant career diplomat whose skill in Latin 
affairs had brought him world-wide attention 
and respect. 

The Constitution believes Mr. Hull to be 
one of the nation’s great men and holds him 
in highest honor, respect and confidence. Lack- 
ing knowledge of the differences between the 
two men it is, of course, not possible to discuss 
thenf, and it is not fair to guess at them. 

It may, however, be regretted the two men 
could not settle their differences. Men of Mr. 
Welles’ ability in our state service are rare. 
It also may be hoped that the President will 
find a place for him where he may put his 
ability to work in behalf of his country. He 
is too valuable a man to be lost during this 
critical period in which the forces of war and 
diplomacy are in desperate need of good men.

QUEBEC CONFERENCE DECISIONS WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 27.—What 


military decisions were made at the Quebec conference must re- 
main a secret shared only by:the Allied high command, of course. 
Consequently, any effort to predict the course of future war events 

comes entirely within the field of speculation. 

Nevertheless, with no more to go on than 
that, it is possible to make out a plausible’ case 
in support of the latest thesis that has been 
projected as to our war program for the re- 
mainder of the year. 

This thesis holds that the main invasion 
effort against Hitler’s European fortress, other 
than Italy, will be delayed until the spring of 
1944. In the meantime, it is suggested, our 
chief energies will be directed to cleaning up 
the remaining Axis outposts in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Sicily was the first step in the program. 
Next will come Sardinia, Corsica and Crete. Now 

| that Sicily has been taken, many informed 
military observers expect to see similar operations launched any 
day against the other important islands. The scheduled invasion of 
Italy, which the Germans and Italians are anticipating momentarily, 
may or may not precede the island operations. 
_ The remaining Axis Mediterranean islands seem to form a vital 
link in Allied plans for two reasons. First, they are needed to 
provide air bases, along with the northern part of Italy, which 
would complete our ringing around of Germany. Next, it is im- 
portant to remove the last source of Axis interference with Allied 
shipping in that area. 


ESTABLISH AIR BASES Once we are able to establish air 

bases in Corsica and Crete, as well 
as northern Italy, we will have brought a considerably large area 
of Germany, heretofore inaccessible, within easy range of Allied 
bombers. Our destruction of German sources of war production 
will be made much easier. 

Since the intense bombings of the Ruhr area, the Nazis have 

transferred a large part of their productive machinery to more 
remote sections of Europe. We need to get to these centers of 
production before the Hitler war effort can be given a complete 
crippling blow. Our purposes will be pretty well met after we 
have taken full possession of the Axis-held outposts in the Medi- 
terranean. 
But the clearing of the Mediterranean has important implica- 
tions on the war in the Pacific, also. When that is achieved, the 
British will find it possible to release a very large part of their 
fleet for active collaboration with us in the Pacific. Up to the 
present time the main burden of the naval war against Japan has 
been borne by the United States. 

Thus the conquest.of the Mediterranean will open the way for 
two new important Allied war moves. On the one hand. we will 
have new bases for bomber operations against Germany, while, on 
the other, the diversion of more British fleet units to the Pacific 
= make it possible for a real offensive to be launched against 
apan. 

Developments on the Russian front make it entirely feasible for 
the Allied high command to pursue a delaying policy in opening 
up the land attack on Europe. There is no Jonger the slightest 
concern about the ability of the Red army to hold its own against 
the Hitlerite hordes. If anything, in fact, the concern is the other 


way. 
FALSE FEARS OF COMMUNISM Some timid souls who 
are still beset by false 
fears of Communism are concerned lest the Russians beat the 
Germans before we do. They are fearful that such a turn in events 
would result in the Communization of Europe, with the United 
States and Britain left in a secondary role on the outer fringe. 

Nothing of the kind is likely to happen, as much as we would 
like to see the Soviets victorious. Knowing the fate that would be 
theirs if they ever let the Red army inside their borders, the 
Germans can be relied upon to hold the Russians off until they get 
ready to yield up their arms to us. Communications problems are 
such with the Russians, also, that they are hardly in position to 
press their advantage fully before the time comes for our entry 
into Europe. 

The circumstances are propitious, therefore, for the Allied high 
command to proceed cautiously and sure-footedly in our plans for 
the European invasion. The war has reached a stage where time 
is now definitely a factor in our favor. That was not true a year ago. 


TIME FAVORS ALLIES’ The-longer we wait to deliver the 

oe: final blow the weaker will be the 
opposition. The danger of a Russian collapse having passed, we 
can look forward to a steady deterioration in Germany’s position in 
the months that lie ahead. 

Italy is out of the war, to all intents and purposes. The effect 
of the increased bombings which the Allies have undertaken of late 
will not be fully felt in Germany until some months hence, when 
new supplies will be needed for next year's operations. 

If we continue to bomb German industrial centers merciless!yv 
during the longer nights of the coming winter months, Hitler should 
find his position all but untenable by next spring. By then he will 
fee] the first real crimp in his productive system. And modern 
wars are not fought without industrial production. 

The new thesis of delayed second-front action appears sound on 
the surface. Put in another way, it calls for gathering the plums 
when they are ripe enough to fall by a gentle shaking of the tree, 
rather than risking the greater danger of climbing out on a limb.

SOLDIERS’ WANTS I was in the barber shop of Hugh Corn- 

well in Conyers a few afternoons ago 
and he was telling me about his boy, Hugh Cornwell, who is in 
Australia. 

“That boy hasn't asked me for a single thing,” he said, “until 
the last letter I had from him a week ago. I'll 
bet you couldn’t guess what he asked for. 

I debated, beneath the hot towel, and said: 
“A chocolate cake.” 

“No, sir,” he said, “you missed it. He wrote 
me and said for me to send him some water- 
melon seeds because he thought he could grow 
himself out a crop by Christmas time. The sea- 
son is the opposite of ours.” 

I hope those seeds get sent. I could picture 
that crowd of Georgia boys down there in Aus- 
tralia thinking about watermelon time back 
home, and deciding to write home for some 
seeds. They may start a new industry down 
there in Australia by introducing some Tom 
Watsons or some Cuban Belles.

JOBS WHEN IT’S OVER There is a lot of talk today about 

free enterprise and the American 

system and the American way of life. 

No one has been able to put it into words. I don’t like either 

phrase. They have been used by so many civic club speakers and 

editorial writers they have quite lost their meaning and signifi- 
cance. 

What it means, I think, is individual opportunity. Actually, 
every American is a capitalist. He owns some property. He may be 
buying a small house and lot or a car or some furniture. He may 
be putting money into bonds and savings. He may be buying life 
insurance. He is investing. He owns something. He wants to own 
more. He wants to believe he can do his job well and get more 
money and a promotion. He wants to believe in his country be 
cause he believes in himself. He thinks of himself.as a part of his 
country. The coonskin cap and the long rifle is in him. If he be 
one who came from another shore after the frontier era, there is 
in him the belief that here an individual may advance by “his own 
efforts and his own merit. 

I don’t know if you can put it into a phrase. Maybe it is a good 
thing you cannot. If you could thé phrase would soon become a 
meaningless catchword which every speaker and editorial writer 
would toss off as they now toss off the phrases, “free enterprise” 
and “the American Way,” without any idea of their meaning. 

Today, there are many sincere persons who are speaking for 
that enterprise and for that way of life. Among them also are 
those who almost drove it from the face of the earth with great, 
soulless enterprises in which few, if any, were free and in which 
individual opportunity was all but gone, lost in the pattern of vast- 
ness. 

Let us not deceive ourselves about that. That is one reason for 
our sickness and for our fear today. 

Johnson, one of America’s big businessmen, spoke of that in 
Atlanta the other night, saying that he believed some of the heads 
of America’s vast businesses had been enlightened and now saw 
the need for small businessmen and the chance for a man with 
nothing but a good name and character and a good idea to have 
a chance to make a start and survive. Eric Johnson, president of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, is the subject of a Post 
article this week on this subject. It is well worth the reading. 


JOBS FOR SOLDIERS The present wants of the soldiers are 


well cared for, but needing constant 
effort on our part so that this status may be maintained. Their 
chief thinking is about jobs when they come home. 

To date only two persons have advanced plans. One is Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the other Westbrook Pegler. Mr. Roosevelt said 
that the men should be paid their Army pay until they got a job 
and that planning should be initiated to make that job sure. Mr. 
Pegler said that too many promises were being made (a number 
of congressmen have talked about bonuses of $1,000 and more for 
each soldier) and that what was needed was a job of work and a 
plain statement that hard work and sweat was needed to put this 
country on its feet. 

In essence each plan was the same. 

Most soldiers will want that assurance of pay until- they have 
got a job. They don't want a dole or a series of bonus payments. 

If 1 had to put down the one most serious problem facing this 
country and the one that can do it the most harm, I would say 
that it is the problem of possible unemployment. 

If we waste too much time in sniping or making speeches about 
free enterprise and the American way of life and do not do some- 
thing about being sure there are jobs and opportunity for these 
soldiers who are coming home we will have made the greatest 
mistake and done ourselves the most damage in all our history as 


a nation.

DEHYDRATORS ON 
SOUTHERN FARMS 

Editor, Constitution: The editor 
ial column, “One Word More,” 
about dehydrating hay was espe- 
cially interesting to me, because 
in my work as supervising hay in- 
spector for the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in the 
southern states I have kept more 
or less in touch with the hay de- 
hydration situation for a number 
of years. 

There is probably no section of 
the country that produces a lower 
percentage of high quality hay 
than the southeast. This is part- 
ly due to climatic conditions and 
partly due to lack of experience 
in the best hay making practices. 
Additional dehydrators located in 
the southeast would go a long way 
toward solving some of our forage 


problems. However, it takes not 
only a large capital investment but 
a large *ontrolled acreage to fur- 
nish the. forage crops to supply a 


sufficient tonnage for the econom- 


ical operation of such plants. What 


Mr. Calloway is doing on his farm 
should prove an inspiration to the 
entire region.

10 or 12 years ago there was a 
dehydrator located at the dairy 
e..periment station of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
at Lewisburg, Tenn. During the 
past 10 years there have been a 
number of dehydrators—probably 
around 15—placed in operation in 


the Delta area of the lower Mis- | 


sissippi Valley from southeast Mis. 
souri southward. It is from this 
section that the mixed feed man- 
ufacturers in the southern states 
have secured most of the dehy.- 
drated alfalfa meal in recent 
years.

Pleases French, Hull Asserts 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(#)— 
The formal, if qualified, recogni- 
tion of the French Committee of 
National Liberation pleased and 
satisfied French leaders in North 
Africa, Secretary of State Hull 
said today.

ToursHospitals 


In New Zealand 


AUCKLAND, N. Z., Aug. 27— 
(A?).—Clad in the uniform of the 
American Red’ Cross, Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt arrived here 
today on a tour of American 
troop hospitals and Red Cross 
centers and immediately broad- 
cast an appreciation to the people 
of New Zealand for their hospi- 
tality to American soldiers sta- 
tioned here. 

Later in a press conference she 
said, “I have seen as many of our 
troops as I could and visited nu- 
merous hospitals” en route. 

“To all of them I carried a mes- 
sage from my husband ..., ” tell- 
ing them “what a grand job we 
at home think they have been do- 
ing,” 

Mrs. Roosevelt entrained _to- 
Wellington, New Zea- 
land’s capital, 300 miles south of 
here. 

Speaking of impressions. of 
American servicemen, Mrs. Roose- 
velt said “they have no illusions 
about the glory of war but a grim 
determination to do the job, do 
it well and see it through.” 


Women's Part 


She said many women realiz- 
ed clearly they had their part in 
post-war planning. “I think the 
things one dreads sometimes tend 
to be forgotten as quickly as pos- 
sible because when something is 
disagreeable like war we often try 
to forget it as soon as it is over. 
But this time I am sure we will 
realize we must remember the 
dreadful things and try to see 
they don’t happen again.” 

In her longest trip since moving 
to the White House in 1933, the 
President's wife added 6,500 miles 
—the distance between this city, 
former New Zealand capital, and 
the nearest point in the United 
States—to her travel-log. 

Reports eirculated recently in 
New York that Mrs. Roosevelt 
might visit Australia and Prime 
Minister John Curtin said then 
that such a visit would be wel- 
comed by the Australian people 
Lieutenant Colonel James Roose- 
velt was quoted in Associated 
Press dispatches from Auckland 
last May as saying his mother 
hoped to visit New Zealand soon 

Governor Greets. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was greeted on 
arrival by Sir Cyril Louis Norton 
Mewall, governor-general of New 
Zealand, and high American and 
dominion officers. 

She said she wanted to see the 
war work of New Zealand’s wom- 
en and would tell the people of 
her own country about it. 

During a visit to Great Britain 
last year, the President’s wife 
toured American Army camps and 
recreation centers and was enter- 
tained by King George and Queen 
Elizabeth at Buckingham Palace. 
This is her second visit outside 
the United States since then. Last 
January she made a brief trip to 
Canada. 


New Supergas 
To Boost Power 
Of Airplanes 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27.—'| 
()—Dr. Gustav Egloff said today 
the United States has a new air- 
plane supergas that boosts engine 
power half again over that of en- 
gines burning 100-octane gasoline. 

The world has known about it 
for seven years but never knew 
how to make it in quantity, Dr. 
Egloff, president of the American 
Institute of Chemists, said. 

Dr. Egloff asserted the fuel 
would give Allied planes a supe- 
rior‘ty in speed, climbing power 


and lifting power that would put 


enemy planes as much at their 
if they were roosting 
pigeons.” 

Triptane Supergas. 

The supergas, called triptane, 
was developed by the Universal 
Oil Products Company, it an- 
nounced at Chicago. Dr. Haensel 
is the company’s research chemist 
and Professor Ipatieff is its direc- 
tor of chemical research. 

The company announcement 
said triptane is “the most power- 
ful hydrocarbon known for use in 
internal combusion engines.” 

“Its antiknock properties are of 
such magnitude that no commer- 
cial engine has been built which 


is capable of utilizing the full | 


power value of pure triptane. 
Enhances Performance. 

“When used as a component of 
aviation gasoline, it greatly en- 
hances the performance of pres- 
ent-day aircraft engines and makes 
possible the design of future en- 
gines of even greater power and 
efficiency.” 

Dr. Haensel and Professor Ipa- 
tieff were credited with envolving 
methods that make it possible to 
produce triptane on a commercial 
scale “at an estimated selling price 
of less than $1 a gallon.” 

Under methods generally known 
several years ago, the cost of pro- 
ducing triptane in the laboratory 
very small amounts—has 
been estimated as high as $3,000 a 
gallon. In the past two years, sev- 
eral hundred gallons were pro- 
duced for experimental purposes 
at a reported cost of $40 a gallon.

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Food Czar Pledges 
Farm Price Support 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(AP)—War Food Adminis- 
trator Marvin Jones pledged the administration tonight to 
support farm prices at a level high enough to cover “the 
added risks and hazards that go with increased production.” 


“In my judgment,” he declared, 
“the best way to get production 
is to have a definite support price 
that will last throughout the sea- 
son.” 

Jones also said the government 
would “stand ready to buy any 
surplus of a commodity” that 
might not move ca the market at 
the support price, adding that “in 
some cases it might be necessary 
for the government to absorb a 
loss.” 

In an address prepared for 
radio broadcast, Jon@€és made no 
reference to organized labor’s de- 
mands for price rollbacks to the 
consumer, but promised “con- 
trolled distribution” of farm crops. 

He hinted this might go beyond 


present rationing controls, saying | 


“in the case of some commodities

processors and handlers. I think 
it is very desirable that existing 
processor and wholesale and re- 
tail facilities we utilized.”

With Flashlight 


KINGSTON, Ont., Aug. 27.— 
UP\—Twelve of the 19 German 
prisoners of war who tunneled 
their way to freedom last night 
under the stone walls of Fort 
Henry were back in custody to- 
night, one captured by a woman 
armed only with a flashlight. 

The greatest search ever con- 


ducted in the Kingston district 
was being made for those still at 
large. It was international in 
scope with U. S. Army and Coast 
Guard detachmefits and civilian 
police patroling along the south 
bank of the Saint Lawrence river. 

In the largest break in Can- 
ada since 28 men _ tunneled to 
freedom from a northwestern On- 
tario eamp in April, 1941, the 
19 men dug an elaborate tunnel 
under the fort’s walls and up- 
ward to the crest of a small hill 
facing the St. Lawrence. Prison 
camp authorities reported that 
the prisoners had no help from 
outsiders. All who escaped in 
the 1941 break were recaptured 
except two who were killed. 

A routine check was being 
made of the prisoners last night 
when a report came through from 
police that a man believed to be 
an escaped prisoner had been ap- 
prehended at Dead Man’s bay, a 
mile and a half from the camp. 
The completed check quickly 
disclosed that 19 were missing. 

Gertrude McDermott, a sum- 
mer resident of the Dead Man’s 
bay area, said today that she was 
sitting with her sister, Ida Mc- 
Dermott, and their brother, Dr. 
Francis McDermott, of Detroit, 
on her cottage veranda when she 
saw aman run up from the water 
and into a clump of bushes. 

“T ran to the bushes with the 
flashlight and shouted at the 
German to come out,” she said. 
“Meekly he crawled out from 
under the bushes, threw his hands 
over his head and said ‘I come, 
I rome. My brojher grabbed the 
flashlight and pointed it at the 
prisoner. while I ran _ into the 
house to call the police.”

Development of Peanut Cork 
May Mean Huge New Industry 


A substitute for cork and a. 


new use for Georgia’s millions of 
tons of waste peanut hulls have 
been found after four years of 
experiments at the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station, Director H. P. 
Stuckey disclosed here yesterday. 

Importation of cork was cur- 
tailed by the war, driving soft 
drink manufacturers and other 
cork users frantic in a search for 
a substitute, Stuckey said. 

Peanut mills in Georgia, world | 
center of peanut production, 
meanwhile were begging people 
to take the practically useless pea- 
nut hulls, he continued. The hulls | 
could be used as fuel and food, 
but their value in these two fields | 
are negligible. 

Manufacture of the cork sub- 
stitute from peanut hulls was de- 
veloped by Dr. T. G. Woodroof, 
food technologist at the experi- 
ment station, and H. M. Kulman, 
of 630 Clifton road, N. E., Atlanta.

Advisors Save Boris 


From Hitler’s Fists

ISTANBUL, Aug. 27.—(AP)—Fresh reports reaching here 
tonight said that King Boris, of Bulgaria, seriously ill in Safia, 
was suffering from a heart ailment after an exceedingly un- 
pleasant two-day visit at Adolf Hitler’s headquarters during 
which Hitler lost his temper several times and attempted to 


strike him. 


These unverified reports said 


that only the timely interference 


of military advisors in the room 


had prevented Hitler from strik- 


ing the King. 
Hitler had demanded explosive- 


ly that Bulgaria participate ac- 
tively in the war and break rela- 


tions with Russia, it was said, but 


the 49-year-old Boris replied that | 
he could not account for the re-| 


actions of his people in such an 
event and that it was therefore 
impossible for him to agree to the 
demands. 

Iv was said that King Boris 
rushed to see Hitler last Sunday 
night after the Bulgarian minister 
to Berlin went to Sofia, told the 
King that German demands were 
too grave to ge handled through 
usual channels, and urged that 
Boris intervene personally. 

Towards the end of the second 
day of the visit, it was said, the 
King suffered a heart attack, re- 
turned home by +train and then 
had two more attacks. 

The nation was asked to pray 
for him this morning. 

Should King Boris die, Bulgaria 
would be left without a leader 
who could match his political and 
administrative deftness. 

The heir apparent, Prince Sim- 
eon, is six years old. If the 
dynasty survived the shock of the 
King’s death, Prince Simeon prob- 
ably would rule under the re- 
gency of Prince Kyril, of Preslav- 
ski, who is two years younger 
than the King and never has dis- 


played any special abilities at gov- 


ernment leadership.

true in a poor mine. 


This is very likely the 


case, but I think it should be pointed out that 
in many reports which have been made by a 
variety of commissions, this question of the 


“poor mine” has been discussed. 


For many reasons, certain mines can not be 
worked profitably except under extraordinary 
circumstances, such as we face today. Mr. Arm- 
strong gives me the number of days that are 


worked on an average in one of our great coal- 
mining states, and the total salary paid an 
average miner not a foreman nor a superin- 
tendent, nor working on some monthly basis.
